1911' but was pronounced invalid by 
the Court of Appeals because it had 
been advertised only sixty, instead of

In its current issue, Farm and 
rne.1,1... Hip national farm paper 
published in Springfield. O.. says, 
of course, that the best weather 
prophet in the world is the United 
States Weather Bureau, which is 
right at lease four times out of five 
In regard to the less scientific 
guides Farm and Fireside says: 

"Here are a few weather signs 
which are older probably than any- 
one living today. Kxperienre has 
shown them to be fairly reliable, 
and some of them can be explained 
on a scientific basis:

In connection with certain radical 
advances in freight rates already 
determined upon by a number of 
railroad- serving competitive coal 
fields in We-t Virginia and else- 
where, it js proposed that railroads 
serving Kentucky's roal fields, simi- 
larly advance (heir rales, and there- 
by place an additional burden on 
practically every tin of coal moving 
from Kentucky lo markets north of 
the Ohio River.

The aimplest and most ef- 
fective remedy for any kind of plant 
lice la to spray with kerosene emul- 
sion This Is aatisfactory with all 
soft bodied Inaecta. and It kllla them 
by Ita effect through the outside of 
the body. To make kerosene eraul 
alon take a half pound of any hard 
aoap. one gallon of hot water and two 
gallons of kerosene Dtesolve the 
aoap thoroughly In hot water, after 
which the keroaene Is to be added 
Stir briskly until the whole solution 
has become white and milky, Indicat- 
ing the complete mixture of the aoap 
and oil. The easiest way to do the 
stirring Is to run the solution through 
a pump and tavrk Into the burket or 
barrel. Add about ten gallotiB of wa- 
ter to one gatlon of thla stork solu- 
tion and apply It with any small 
spraying outfit. The solution Is ef- 
fective for plant lice which damage
